As cited in the previous Office Action, 
Chinnappan teaches assigning a unique number to each group of functionally equivalent components. Examiner acknowledges that 
Chinnappan teaches two products in the database may have identical features but different PIDs due to different manufacturers, however, 
this embodiment is not the embodiment that has been relied upon in the previous Office Action. As noted by Examiner, Chinnappan goes 
on to teach that the manufacturer assigned PID, which may be different for functionally equivalent components, may alternatively be 
individually identified using an FID, wherein the FID is not part of the globally unique identifier, and therefore the functionally equivalent 
components would have identical GUIDs regardless of the manufacturer assigned FID number. 
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
